WASHINGTON UP) - President 
Eisenhower has ask ed 
congres­ 
sional leaders to back his hand 
at the July Big Three conference 
with a foreign aid pr ogra m a p­ 
proved without m a jor cuts.

tains pictured Eisenhower as be­ 
ing anx ious to give Britain and 
F ra nc e not only his own but con­ 
gressional 
assurance 
that 
the 
flow' of military assistance will 
continue. 
The House has voted a $4 9 bil­ 
lion ceiling on foreign aid for 
the y e a r beginning July I. The 
Senate Foreign Relations 
Com­ 
mittee has approved a $5 3 billion 
authorization bill. 
C hairm an Wiley (R-Wis) of the 
Senate Foreign 
Relations 
Com­ 
mittee said today he will sponsor 
an am e nd m e nt to increase the 
P re s id ent’s authority to transfer 
funds from one area to another.

Douglas Sets 
Record For 
Court Dissents 


WASHINGTON 
UPI — The 
new 
champion dissenter of the S uprem e 
Court is Justice Douglas, the jurist 
who got into the international spot­ 
light most recently by granting a 
last-minute stay in the Rosenberg 
spy case. 


Official 
figures 
released today 
show' Douglas wrote 35 dissenting 
opinions in the court s regular and 
special term s just ended. He also 
east 19 
dissenting 
votes 
without 
writing ex planatory opinions. 


This gave him a total of 54 dis­ 
sents for the nine months of court 
sessions—a one-y ear total of pro­ 
testing votes grea te r than ever be­ 
fore recorded by a justice in the 
court s long history . 


Douglas dissented in almost half 
of the 114 cases decided with f orm ­ 
al opinions in the 1952-53 te rm s. 
While he turned out the 35 dissent­ 
ing opinions, he also wrote 12 m a ­ 
jority opinions for the court. 


Douglas had a dissent score of 
53 at the close 
of 
the 
court’s 
regular term on Jun 15. Then he 
granted the stay of ex ecution to 
Julius and Ethel Rosenberg, result­ 
ing in the tribunal’s special te rm 
j 
last week . When the* court voted 
to override the stay , Douglas wrote 
another dissent and reached the 
peak of 54 


N earest approach occurred in the 
court’s 1944-45 term when Justice 
Owen J. Roberts cast 51 dissenting 
votes. An appointee of President 
Herbert Hoover in 1930,

retired in 1945.

Douglas Sets 
Record For 
Court Dissents 
WASHINGTON 
UP — The 
new- 
champion dissenter of the Supreme 
Court is Justice Douglas, the jurist 
who got into the international spot­ 
light most recently by granting a 
last-minute stay in the Rosenberg 
spy case. 
Official figures released today 
show Douglas wrote 35 dissenting 
opinions in the court’s regular and 
special terms just ended. He also 
cast 19 dissenting votes 
without 
writing explanatory opinions. 
This gave him a total of 54 dis­ 
sents for the nine months of court 
sessions—a one-year total of pro­ 
testing votes greater than ever be­ 
fore recorded by a justice in the 
court’s long history. 
Douglas dissented in almost half 
of the 114 cases decided with form ­ 
al opinions in the 1952-53 term s. 
While he turned out the 35 dissent­ 
ing opinions, he also wrote 12 m a­ 
jority opinions for the court. 
Douglas had a dissent score of 
53 at the close 
of 
the 
court’s 
regular term on Jun 15. Then he 
granted the st ay of execution to 
Julius and Ethel Rosenberg, result-

POSTING PRICES 25 CENTS per barrel 
higher for top gravity petroleum, Phiilips 
Petroleum Company has moved in the op­ 
posite direction from most other commod­ 
ity markets, though crude oil is in surplus. 
It is simply a cost proposition, it is ex­ 
plained. Commodity surpluses are no long­ 
er indicative of price. Higher wages, taxes 
and prices of finished industrial products 
which raw producers must buy have su­ 
perseded the law of supply and demand in 
this instance. 
In 1947 crude was $1.70 per barrel. Three 
successive boosts that year carried it to 
$2.65. Now it moves on up to $2.90. 
Since 1947, says Phillips, drilling costs 
have increased 50 per cent.

Or, if they weaken, the 
government steps in to support them, so 
that there will be sufficient national income 
to support the record debt and budgets.

These Days 


UNEXPECTED VISITORS 
DEADLINESS OF THE KILLER torna­ 
does that have left a grim trail of death 
and destruction through several northern 
and easterly states is explainable in large 
measure by their sheer unexpectedness. 
Over years of experience, much of it bitter, 
every section of the country develops spe­ 
cial sensitivity to its own weather peculiar­ 
ities. 
Awareness is prerequisite to precaution. 
When it is customary, however, to read 
into darkening skies merely the makings of 
another electrical storm, the populace is 
hardly likely to take to cyclone cellars. 
Man, even with his defenses up, is but an 
imperfect match for the elements. A nat­ 
ural catastrophe emphasizes his puny state 
all the more. 
Cyclones, the most destructive of all me­ 
teorological phenomena, are the turbulent 
outgrowth of violent collisions of hot moist 
air with a dry cold front. They are fre­ 
quent occurrences in the 
southern 
and 
southwestern states, where it takes all the 
skill that science and human cunning can 
muster to cope with them. 
Loosed among the uninitiated and un­ 
tried, the tornado represents nature at its 
unmanageable worst. 


Edward J. Fitzgerald, the all-time book 
reviewer who, coining out of a Washington 
government job suddenly branched into a 
fiction reviewer for “The New Y o r k 
Times," the “New York Herald Tribune” 
and “The Saturday Review.” appeared be­ 
fore the Jenner Committee and took t h e 
Fifth Amendment on a question involving 
espionage. 
“The New York Times” and the “New 
York Herald Tribune’ took the situation in 
their stride. It may be recalled that Fitz­ 
gerald had testified that he had done six 
reviews for the “Times.” about 50 for the 
“Herald Tribune” and 53 for “The Satur­ 
day Review.” 
The first complaint I received about my 
article on Fitzgerald was from a friend on 
“The Chicago Tribune,” who wondered 
why I thought the New York publications 
controlled the book market. Did I not lay 
too much emphasis on New York? Maybe 
so. 
But when I hear that down in Texas a 
bookstore will not sell a book because 
these three New York reviews pan it, I 
wonder whether books are sold because 
readers might want to buy them, like any 
other commodity, or whether bookstores 
are becoming propaganda outlets. 
Norman Cousins, of “The Saturday Re­ 
view,” let me read Fitzgerald’s^views and 
they are generally about lesser fiction. As 
I do not read lesser fiction but only the 
worst in paper covers, I had not read one 
book that Fitzgerald reviewed. Therefore, 
I can reach no positive conclusions on his 
ability, although it seems to me that it 
takes no knowledge to summarize these es­ 
capist books. 
However, Norman Cousins gives Fitzger­ 
ald the direct lie and, if Cousins is right, 
Fitzgerald has committed perjury before a 
Congressional committee. Fitzgerald h a d 
said: 
“Mr. Morris (Jenner Committee coun­ 
sel): Did he (Cousins) know about your 
having been identified in Washington as a 
member of a wartime espionage ring 
“Mr. Fitzgerald: May I consult 
“Mr. Morris: You may. 
(Witness confers with counsel) 
“Mr. Fitzgerald: I discussed the matter 
with Norman Cousins. 
“Mr. Morris: Did you make any explana­ 
tion to him? 
“Mr. Fitzgerald: I decline 
to answer 
that question.” 
To this, Norman Cousins replies: 
“At no time previous to the press stories 
about Fitzgerald’s testimony did I h a v e 
any knowledge or intimation of the fact 
that Fitzgerald was under investigation in 
connection with espionage. At no time have 
I held a political discussion with Fitzger­ 
ald.” 
Therefore, all that needs to be done is to 
call Norman Cousins to so testify and then 
Mr. Fitzgerald can explain it to a judge. 
Cousins wrote me: 
“I also called Mr. Fitzgerald to find out 
what the basis was for his statement. I 
read to him the transcript of his testimony 
as published in your column. He stated 
flatly that, whatever the actual testimony 
showed, it was not his intention to say or 
imply that I had any knowledge of the es­ 
pionage charge. I am obtaining a signed 
statement to this effect which I shall trans­ 
mit to Mr. Morris. Mr. Fitzgerald has also

MANY people now know that a 
gland in the body, called the pan­ 
creas. can be a cause of diabetes 
if it does not function properly. 
When the cells of the pancreas 
do not give off enough insulin, 
the cells throughout the body 
cannot utilize the sugar that is 
eaten to furnish energy. 
However, sometimes the pan­ 
creas forms little tumors and 
overproduces the amount of in­ 
sulin given off. This can be as 
serious as diabetes, for too much 
insulin can be harmful. Usually, 
these tumors of the cells of the 
pancreas occur in persons be­ 
tween 
the 
ages 
of 
thirty 
to 
seventy years. 


S y m p to m s of Shock 


People thus affected complain 
of fainting and weakness in the 
morning 
and 
following 
heavy 
work. They may show the symp­ 
toms of shock with very low blood 
pressure, weak pulse and pallor. 
At times, these shock attacks 
may become severe enough even 
to cause death. This weakness 
and fainting become gradually 
more severe and more frequent.

1 symptoms of shock that accom­ 
pany it may cause permanent 
damage to the brain. 


Most Not Cancerous 


Most of these tumors are not 
cancerous and, therefore, if taken 
care of early enough and proper­ 
ly, the person can, as a rule, lead 
a normal life. 
There is no medicine to treat 
the little tumors of this type in 
the pancreas. Usually, the person 
is operated on and the tumors can 
be readily seen in the pancreas 
and easily removed. The person 
norm ally rem ains free 
from 
symptoms once this has been 
done. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
Mrs. P. N.: Is penicillin taken 
by mouth as effective as when it 
is given by injection? 
Answer: 
It has Peen shown 
that penicillin given by injection 
usually produces a higher and 
more rapid concentration of the 
drug in the blood to fight the 
infection.
